Tennis Star’s Brother 
Is Slain as Bandit 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—()—Ralph 
Richards, the convict whose nimble 
wits gave police plenty of grief, lost 
his life today because he made a tae 
move. 

He reached for his hip ket a 
Patrolman Rowan Kelly ordered him 
out of an automobile last night to 
answer for a $12 robbery. Kelly shot 
him in the stomach and a died early 
today. 

Richards, a half brother of Vincent 
Richards, tennis star, reached the high 
point of his picturesque career July 
16 when he led three other convicts 
to liberty from Eastview penitentiary. 
He thwarted ghe “escape-proof” lock- 
up mechanism by inserting a leather 
strip in the lock on his cell so that 
it would not close but would regis- 
ter as closed on a central indicator. 

He had a long police record, rang- 
ing from grand larceny charges to al- 
leged dry law violation, but he escaped 
prison uatil he got a year for fighting 
with a state policeman at Croton in 
1928. His end came after Richard 
Grey, of Bighth avenue, fan to Po- 
liceman Kelly and complained three 
men had just robbed his apartment 
of $12 and were fleeing in a car. The 
policeman caught up with the car as it 
stopped at a red light. 

Richards’ companions said they were 
George Gregory and Anthony Scalise.

The Georgia congressman, who him- 
self took a leading role in the joint 
efforts of democrats and the admin- 
istration in Washington to pass legis- 
lation designed to relieve the economic 
situation, referred briefly to some of 
the major measures adopted,’ includ- 
ing the vast operations of the Federal 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
which he and Speaker of the House 
Garner almost single-handed steered 
through the lower body. 

“Without being fortified by strong 
public confidence,” said Mr. Crisp, 
“the operations of that giant four- 
billion-dollar government enterprise, 
the reconstruction corporation, radi- 
cal as it is in governmental policy, 
will not suffice to relieve properly 
nation,” 

Georgians Urged to, Lead. 

He brought his hearers to their 
feet with an earnest plea that Geor- 
gians lead the nation in a program for 
restoring confidence in their state 
and country, as well as in private in- 
dividual affairs. 

During his address also he remind- 
ed his hearers that he and other in- 
fluential democratic members of con- 
gress had drafted plans for carrying 
out a program rehabilitating national 
business confidence through the re- 
vival of the national council of de- 
fense, a war-time ageney, which, its 
sponsors claimed, would go far toward 
revivin : confidence and organizing the 
nation’s resources. Only the open op- 
position of President Hoover, who 
threatened a veto, prevented him and 
hig associates from carrying it through. 
At the next session of congress after 
the coming presidential election, ex- 
pected to be democratic, the legisla- 
tion will be brought forward and 
passed, he declared, adding that it is 
a national step in the same direction 
as that initiated by Augusta today. 

Addresses Cotton Exchange. 

The speech of the Georgia congress- 
man was his second of the day. 
Earlier at noon he was whisked away 
from his quarters at the Richmond 
hotel for an impromptu speech before 
the Augusta Cotton Exchange, where 
a crowd of prominent businessmen 
were on hand to hear him. There, 
just as in his address tonight, he di- 
vorced his remarks of all political 
reference so far as the campaign be- 
tween himself and Governor Russell 
i¢ concerned. He did, however, make 
a vigorous attack on the administra- 
tion of affairs of the federal farm 
board, declaring that farmers of the 
south had lost millions of dollars by 
its uneconomic activities. 

After the cotton exchange address 
he was detained for more than an 
hour by the reception that followed. 
One group after another sougbt him 
out to pledge their support in the com- 
ing primary. Many farmers were. in 
the crowd and there was no evident 
diminution of Crisp sentiment among 
them, ’ 

Numerous Visitors. 

Despite the non-political mission 
which brought Representative Crisp 
to Augusta it was, of course, impos- 
sible to keep down political discys- 
sion, with the result that a steady 
stream of callers filed in and out of 
his hotel quarters. More than 200 peo- 
ple, prominent local leaders, poli- 
ticlans, businessmen, farmers and 
visitors from neighboring counties 
here for the celebration, sought an 
opportunity to confer with him. So 
much activity gave the Richmond ho- 
tel the appearance of an old-time po- 
litical headquarters in Atlanta during 
the heydey of a Tom Watson cam- 
paign. The activity was so great, in 
fact, that it created surprise among 
staunch Crisp supporters of Richmond 
county. Interpreting the appearance

After arrival at the Mosque, nobles 
and members of the divan proceeded to 
the Egyptian ballroom, when Poten- 
tate Fickett officially welcomed the 
return of Imperial Outer Guard Law, 
paying tribute to the manner in which 
the temple conducted the campaign for 
his election to the imperial council. 

In response, Mr. Law asserted that 
the honor paid him by the national 
convention was secondary to that ac- 
corded Yaarab temple.

Urged Extra Session. 


_ “Answer: Governor Russell of 
| course knows that I have never pur- 
| ported to have a complete program 
on this subject. I wrote him a letter 
urging that the extra session he 
called and stating that while I did 
not know that it could certainly ac- 
complish good for the cotton farmers, 
nevertheless, the situation was s0 
tragic that I thought an effort ought 
to be made. To answer his question, 
however, I would have urged the gen- 
eral assembly to appoint a_ special 
committee to confer at once with the 
extra sessions of other stdte legisla- 
tures, all of which could have been 
called had not Georgia refused to act. 
I would have asked that the commit- 
tees be instructed to work out, in co- 
operation with other southern states 
the most practical plan to bring about 
a general reduction of cotton acreage 
and planting instead other crops. I 
would further have urged that the 
committee be directed to seek a gen- 
eral co-operation of the southern 
states in setting up marketing machin- 
ery for such other products so as 
.to aid the farmers. in their effort to 
reduce the cotton acreage. 

“I cannot say, nor can any mar 
say, just how much would have been 
accomplished. I certainly would have 
advocated no radical action. I was 
sure then and I am sure now that 
the mere fact that all southern states 
were co-operating as was sought by 
other states to reduce the cotton acre- 
age would have helped the situation. 
Every man knows, who understands 
the situation at all, that the whole 
movement collapsed because Governor 
Russell refused to join the other south- 
ern governors. 

“This is no new idea of mine. I 
wrote the governor at the time asking 
that he call the general assembly. He, 
therefore, has no need to ask me 
whether I would have called it. I 
have not yet been favored with an 
answer to that letter. 

“I certainly would not have been 
the only southern governor to say that 
it was hopeless even to attempt any 
relief for the cotton farmers. I at 
least would have been in conference 
with the elected representatives of the 
people trying to do something for 
them instead of traveling with my 
uniformed staff officers attending pub- 
lic functions in my honor.

adequate service the utilities are en- 
titled to a reasonable profit, which he 
approximates at 7 or 8 per cent on — 
the investment. , 

_He condemns. as indefensible- the 
financing methods employed by some 
large utility holding companies, but 
he does not condemn the holding com- 
pang principle. He holds that the pol- 
icies adopted by the holding compa- 
nies, and not necessarily the physical 
set-up of utility corporations will de- 
termine their value to the public. 

_ Governor Roosevelt draws a sharp 
line of demarcation between those 
holding companies whose financial op- 
erations arc now under criticism and 
those which have shown a leaning to- 
ward conservative financial policy and 
a desire to co-operate with govern- 
ment. 

While the governor stands unquali- 
fiedly for stricter regulation and 
close scrutiny of the public utility 
corporations with their inter-related 
companies, he feels that his campaign 
will not be adverse to companies 
which he considers are soundly man- 
aged. 

An apprehension in some Wall 
Strect quarters that the governor's 
program of closer control by the gov- 
ernment of public utility financial 
and operating activities might drive 
capital out of publie utility securities, 
is held by the governor to be entirely 
unfounded. In his opinion, the vast 
army of American investors will seek 
to discriminate between the sound and 
unsound, and a governmental policy 
of watchfulness should help rather 
than harm investors. : 
Many inquiries have poured in on 
the governor and his campaign asso- 
ciates from holders af public utility 
securities, seeking light on his posi- 
tion. 

Broadly, this has been outlined as 
holding the belief that in the long run 
the welfare of the consumer and the 
interest of the investor in the utility 
industry are not dissimilar.

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PENALTY OF DEATH 
IN GERMAN RIOTS 


Hindenburg To Sign New 
Decree If Terrorism 
Continues. 


BERLIN, Aug. 5.—(Friday)—(?) 
Morning newspapers said an emerg- 
ency decree| providing for the death 
penalty was'prepared at a session of 
the cabinet yesterday and would be 


submitted for President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg’s signature within “18 bours” 
if terrorism continued. 

Neither Chancellor Franz Von 
Papen nor General Kurt Von Schleich- 
er, the defense minister, attended the 
session, which drafted a decree provid- 
ing for emergency courts to speed ter- 
rorist trials. 

National socialist (faseist) circles 
warned against such measures, saying 
that discipline was now being main- 
tained, bot that such a course would 
make it impossible to continue it. 

Captain Hermann Wilhelm Goering. 
political adviser to Adolph Hitler, vis- 
ited Foreign Minister Konstantin Von 
Neurath last night. but the outcome 
of the conference or the subject of 
their discussions was not revealed. 

Whether the mooted question of 
participation in the government by 
Hitler’s national socialists (fascists) 
was discussed, in view of denials ema- 
nating from both Hitlerites and mem- 
bers of the government, was not ascer- 
tained.

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IN MISSOURI. 


The “show me” state of Mis- 
Souri Tuesday gave indication that 
when November rolls around it will 
do some showing itself. 

In the statewide preferential pri- 
mary this normally republican state 
cast about 200,000 more demo- 
cratic than republican ballots. If 
the democratic party can hold any 
part of this surplus the state is as- 
sured for Governor Franklin _D. 
Roosevelt and Speaker John N. 
Garner. 

The avalanche of democratic bal- 
lots shows just what has been 
claimed in other states over the mid- 
die west. In earlier primaries North 
Dakota, South Dakota and Nebraska 
returned tremendous increases in 
democratic votes. And now comes 
Missouri to show that it stands to 
do its bit in turning out the party 
which has failed. 

The Missouri balloting had 4n- 
other significance. It marked the 
defeat of Thomas J. Pendergast’s 
attempt to gain control of the demo; 
cratic party in the state. Pender- 
gast’s senatorial candidate, Charles 
M. Howell, of Kansas City, was 
beaten by Bennett C. Clark, son of 
the late Speaker Champ Clark. How- 
ell, who had little to appeal to the 
voters other than that he was the 
machine candidate, was badly defeat- 
ed outside of Pendergast’s bailiwick 
in Jackson county in which Kansas 
City is located. 

Francis M. Wilson, the Pender- 
gast-indorsed gubernatorial candi- 
date, swept to victory, but he is a 
lawyer-farmer-businessman and ap- 
pealed to almost every class of 
voter. The victory of Wilson, who 
defeated Russell S. Dearmont, indi- 
cates that the voters preferred. a 
tried and true man to one whose 
campaign consisted chiefly of at- 
tacks on his opponent's integrity— 
an integrity which even the repub- 
lican Kansas City Star defended edi- 
torially, though it will vigorously 
oppose Mr. Wilson in the November 
election.

HIGHWAY PROTECTION. 

Legislation passed at the last ses- 
sion of the British Columbia pro- 
vincial legislature, and which will go 
into effect on September 1, pro- 
vides that any motorist found guilty 
of violating traffic laws or who has 
. been involved in an automobile ac- 
cident, must establish his financial 
responsibility before again being 
given the right to drive. 
- By this enactment’the dominion 
government has assured the pay- 
ment of just damages from those 
who have proven by their acts in 


the past that their driving is a} 


threat to the safety of the public 
and who again become involved in 
smash-ups. 

It is a wise law, but it does not 
go far enough. No person should 
be permitted to drive so potential 
an instrument of death and de- 
struction as the automobile who is 
not financially responsible for any 
injury he may inflict, either to the 
person or property of innocent 
- isers of the highways, or who, lack- 
ing such financial responsibility, 
does not provide insurance protec- 
tion to those he may damage. 

As it is in Georgia, an irrespon- 
sible person may secure a broken- 
down automobile, the condition of 
which is itself 2 menace to the pub- 
lic, by making a first payment of 
only a few dollars. Should such a 
driver, operating a machine, title to 
which is still not in his name, in- 
flict injury on others, there is no 
possible way in which damages can 
be recovered. 

Georgia, and every other state in 
the Union, should require that each 
motorist secure a license before be- 
ing permitted to operate a car on 
the public thoroughfares and. that

WHAT THE RAILROADS ASK. 


Commenting on a recent state- 
ment issued by the National Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives, Presi- 
dent H. D. Pollard, of the Central 
of Georgia, emphasizes the right of 
the rail lines to “eSuality of oppor- 
tunity with other forms of transpor- 
tation,” such as the bus and truck 
lines, the river boat or the airplane. 

The executives take the encourag- 
ing position that ‘‘no one familiar 
with the situation can seriously 
doubt that the railroads, if given 
equality of opportunity, will sur- 
mount their present difficulties as 
they always have in the past.” They 
add that “it is essential, in addition 
to all the railroads can do for 
themselves, that the existing regu- 
lation of the railroads should be so 
relaxed as to restore freedom of 
managerial control, without return 
to the fundamental evils of unjust 
discrimination, which regulation 
should always prevent, and that the 
same kind and measure of regula- 
tion should be extended to all other: 
agencies with which they must com- 
pete.” 

Asserting that the railroads do 
not expect or seek favors from the 
government, the executives argue 
that equality of treatment will not 
exist so long as the government is 
engaged in, or is subsidizing, any 
form of competitive transportation, 
or so long as they are forbidden to 
engage in any other form of trans- 
portation. . 
Outlining the handicaps under 
which the rail lines are operating, 
the statement cites that— 

Today the railroads are required to 
publish their rates and charges, and 
they are forbidden to change any rate 
until after 30 days’ notice of the pro- 
posed change has been given. ‘They 
are required to carry without preju- 
dice all traffic offered and are forbid- 
den to diseriminate in any manner be- 
tween individuals or places. No such 
federal restrictions apply to carriers 


by water or by truck on the highways. 
If, in the public interest, restrictions 


would seem to be no less necessary 
for other transportation agencies.

Stokowski,. who once startled the 
musical world by declaring that. jazz 
had its place in civilized music, thinks 
that Siegfried should look like a he- 
roic youth, and Tristan like a knight 
of the round table. He is appalled 
at the sight of a Mimi weighing 200 
pounds, dying of consumption in her 
garret in the last act of “La Boheme.” 
Still more appalled by Madame But- 
terfly, an “outsize” and looking 50, 
assuring her lover that she is just 15. 
So he has taken a hint from the 
“talkies” and will introduce “doubles” 
for the principals. While the “star” 
sings the part off stage the romantic 
youth or lovely Isolde will be played 
on the stage by artists who look the 
parts.

Listening in to one of Aimee’s tes- 
timonial meetings where, singularly 
enough, all the customers have pre- 
viously tried only regular medical 
treatments—and that in a neck of the 
woods where it is hard to find a reg- 
ular physician for the hordes of irreg- 
ulars milling about—one is reminded 
of a quirk of human nature. We de- 
light to tell the world of our cure if 
there is anything unorthodox about the 
remedy or treatment. If we are cured 
by a regular doctor or -by orthodox 
methods, we prefer.to forget it.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 4.—The 
character actor of consequence is a 
major part of the success of any pic- 
ture. The ranks of such players has 


been sorely depleted by death in the 
last few years so Charles Laughton, 
English actor, is more than welcome 
to producers, 

An artist of great ability and un- 
questioned’ sincerity, Laughton  re- 
fused to be interviewed during his 
first weeks here; he preferred to be 
judged by his work. Such a course 
assumes faith in that work. And 
Charles Laughton’s faith in his own 
ability was more than justified when 
Wis first screen appearance in “The 
Devil and the Deep” revealed him an 
actor of the type sorely needed in 
Hollywood and one capable of giving 
a memorable performance. 

“The Devil and the Deep” is Tal- 
lulah Bankhead’s most recent starring 
vehicle at Paramount. But it does 
more to establish the English actor 
than it does for either the star or 
Gary Cooper, who plays a somewhat 
insignificant part amazingly well. 

Cast as the brittle and misunder- 
stood wife of a navy officer, Bank- 
head is neither devastatingly beautiful 
nor amazingly sensational in her act- 
ing. But she gives—as‘in all her 
other performances—that delectable 
hint of latent capabilities, or some- 
thing divinely enchanting which the 
pictures. just failed to bring out. If 
and when a producer is able to catch 
this strange thing in Bankhead, the 
screen will have a contribution second 
to none but Garbo. 


Laughton, as the half-mad admiral, 
is the outstanding figure of the story. 
A man whose already diseased mind 
is fanned to total and swift destruc- 
tion by his hideous jealousy of his 
wife. His rotundity and cherubic cast 


all the more sinister. His work is 
beautifully balanced, the psychology 
extremely well worked out and its 
high spots never marred by that fa- 
vorite Hollywood form of exaggera- 
tion known as “hamming.” 

At the present time Laughton is 
hired out to M. G. M. for “Payment 
Deferred,” the play in which he creat- 
ed a sensation on the east cofst.

Mrs. Keith-Miller today .completed 
more than six hours on the &8tand, dur- 
ing which she said, in contradiction 
to earlier testimony, that she had 
proposed suicide to Clarke on the 
same night he was found dying in 
her home from a bullet wound in the 
brain. 

| Discussed Suicide. 

Previously,. the aviatrix had testi- 
fied she and Clarke discussed mutual 
suicide several nights before the shoot- 
ing. which the state claims was done 
by Lancaster through jealousy, but 
had not mentioned the subject again. 

The suicide suggestion Mrs. Keith- 
Miller said, was made by her as she 
and Clarke. who wanted to marry, sat 
talking over their predicament on the 
night Lancaster, her long-time flying 
companion, returned from the busi- 
ness trip. 

They had agreed, she sai“, it would 
be necessary to postpone their mar- 
riage until Clarke obtained a final di- 
vorce decree. Clarke had talked the 
matter over with Lancaster and told 


her : 


“I can’t stand it any longer, I’m 
going crazy.”

the presidency of the United States, 
and today have come to Albany not 
only to tell him so, for that fact he 
must know already. but respectfully 
to offer him whatever small support 
it is mine to give. 

“It has been my good fortune to 
know Franklin Roosevelt as a friend 
for’ very many years and throughout 
that time I have learned increasing- 
ly to recognize his ability to lead and 
particularly to respect his broad, 
imaginative but true.vision. His abil- 
ity and his character, one might as- 
sume, should be well enough known by 
now not to invite unfounded comment 
and yet in recent weeks he has been 
described—by people, I suspect, who 
know him not at all—as an irrespon- 
sible radical, whatever that is sup- 
posed to mean, and even depicted as 
the probable enemy of every man i 
tunately still possessed of a few in- 
vested dollars. Such statements could 
not be more stupid nor more untrue. 

“This country, as we unhappily all 
know, has been passing through the 
greatest and longest economic crisis 
of its history. Let us hope that -the 
end is now in sight, but let us do 
something more than hope, that such 
conditions of nation-wide misery and 
distress shall, in the future, not re- 
turn. 

“Certainly no one panacea or 
formula will suffice, nor for that mat- 
ter will any one man be found who 
single-handed can effect- the cure, One 
man, however, at the head of our na- 
tion can supply the leadership which 
will a once more our people with 
the confidence that they have lost and 
lead them effectively to happier days, 
of deserved and economic’ security. 
Such a man in these times must pos- 
sess vision and imagination as well as 
the other qualities essential to success- 
ful leadership. 

“I believe that he can and will be 
found in Franklin Roosevelt.”

Those working on the budget for the 
Roosevelt-Garner ca ign said they 
thought they might be able to. get 
along on $750,000, which is nearly a 
tenth of what was spent by the party 
four years ago. 

The oacell for a chairman of the 
democrats’ executive finance commit- 
tee, who will be the real money-raiser, 
is still going on. 

It was learned at democratic head- 
quarters that the names of several 
outstanding financiers have been con- 
sidered, but that no decision has been 
reached yet.

ber 3, but on account of a crowded 
docket a movement had already been 
started to have a special term called 
for next month. 

The grand jury made its report of 
“a true. bill” in open court at 3:55 
o'clock this afternoon after spending 
a day and a half investigating the 
case. 

Only two witnesses were examined 
so far as could be learned. They 
were Sheriff Scott, who refused to ac- 
cept an original finding of suicide, 
and Stewart Warnken, manager of 
Reynolda, the elaborote family estate, 
where the 20-year-old heir fell dying 
with a bullet in his brain at 1 a. m.. 
July 6, after a birthday party at 
which witnesses said much corn liquor 
was drunk. 

The indictments charged that Libby 
and Walker “on or about the 6t 
day of July, 1932, with force and 
urms at, and in, the aforesaid county 
did unlawfully, wilfully, feloniously, 
premeditatedly. of their malice or 
forethought kill and murder Smith 
Reynolds, contrary to the form of the 
statute in such cases, made and pro- 
vided, and against the peace and dig- 
nity of the state.” 

The language is that of a first-le- 
gree murder indictment, Court Clerk 
Church said, but he explained that 
when the case comes to trial it will 
he within the province of the solicitor 
to decide whether he shall seek a 
first-degree verdict, or a lesser ver- 
dict such-as second-degree murder or 
manslaughter, 


Death Penalty. 


First-degree murder is punishable in 
North Carolina by electrocution while 
the penalty for second-degree murder 
is 30 years’ imprisonment or less, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Defendants charged with first-de- 
gree murder are not allowed to make 
bond in this state, There have been 
exceptions, however, when habeas cor- 
pus procedure was invoked. A case 
charging several negroes with robbery 
was interrupted briefly when the 
grand jury filed into the courtroom to 
make its report. — 

Harry Aitchison, a tall job printer, 
handed the documents to Judge A. M. 
Stack, who asked the jurors if the 
report thereon, “a true bill,” repre- 
sented their findings. There was no 
dissent and the bills were passed over 
to a deputy clerk of court. 

The courtroom was crowded with a 
motley throng of negroés and labor- 
ing men attracted by the robbery 
trial, however, and not by anticipa- 
tion of a grand jury report in North 
Carolina's most sensational case. of 
recent years, 

The jury's report came as a climax 
to nearly a month of investigation 
pursued by Sheriff Scott almost sin- 
gle handed. 

Young Reynolds was found fatally 
wounded shortly after the gay birth- 
day party at Reynolda had dispersed. 
After a preluninary inquiry. Coroner 
W. N. Dalton recorded a finding of 
suicide. 

Sheriff Scott refused to accept the 
finding and announced he would make 
an investigation. Two days later a 
formal inquest was ordered. 

The first two sessions were secret. 
But after the first, Coroner Dalton 
ordered Libby held as a material wit- 
ness under strict guard at Reynolda, 
andthad Walker detained in the coun- 
ty jail in a similar status, ~ : 

They were released after the jury 
returned a formal verdict that young 
Reynolds came to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by a person 
or persons unknown.” ; 

At the final session. of the inquest 


which was open to the press, Libby, 


pale and apparently on the verge of a 
collapse, testified between outbursts 
of sobs that her youthful husband had 
often threatened to take his own life, 
because he feared he was unable to 
make her happy. : 
Of the hours preceding and following 
the tragedy, the dark-haired, husky- 
throated singer of blues songs swore 
she had no recollection except one

Gives no Reason. 

She could give no reason for her 
alleged lapse of memory from late 
on the Monday night until some time 
Wednesday afternoon. Reynolds was 
shot about 1 a. m. Wednesday, and 
died at 5:25 a. m, ; 

Walker told the coroner's jury He 
was in the reception hall of the home, 
awaiting Smith, who had gone up to 
the sleeping porch on the second 
floor, 

He said Blanch Yurka, New York 
actress, who was a house guest, -call- 
ed him and that he went upstairs 
to find Smith lying in a pool of 
blood, and Libby bending over him. 
Smith was rushed to a hospital in 
a private automobile, he related. 

Miss Yurka told of hearing a noise 
as of someone weeping on the sleep- 
ing porch, and of calling Walker. She 
said she saw Walker and Libby car- 
rying Smith’s body from the porch, 
and she relieved the widow, assisting 
Walker for the remainder of the dis- 
tance to the automobile.

Canada Seeks Tariff 
Concession With Mother 
Country. 


BY FRANK I. WELLER. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 4.—(M)— 
Canada today offered Great Britain 
tariff preferences on about 150 in- 
dustrial products for which she spends 
between $100,000.000 and 000, 
000 annually, much of it in the United 
States. 

This concrete offer led American 
trade experts to predict that, in the 
event the United States lost material- 
ly, numerous additions would be 
made to the branch factories of 
American manufacturers 
dot the industrial sections of Canada. 

In return for additions to the free 
list and wider differentials between 
tariffs on imports from the United 
Kingdom and from non-empire coun- 
tries, Canada asked Britain for pref- 
erential treatment of her wheat, luim- 
ber, fish, metals, “dairy products, 
meats—including bacon and live cat- 
tie—vegetables and fruits, 

It -was understood that the give- 
and take proposal meant that Can- 
ada’s monetary return would be 
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Increased preferences to Britain 
would cover such imports as iron and 
steel products, coal, electrical equip- 
ment, brass products, chemicals, 
glass ware, machinery and leather 
goods, possibly including boots and 
shoes, Canada now buys many of 
these articles, notably steel and coal, 
in the United States. 


Another threat to American trade 
wes seen teday in reports that the 
Associated Motorists’ Petroleam Com- 
pany of New Zealand had obtained a 
monopoly on the importation, distri- 
bution and sale of gasoline, kerosene 
and lubricating oils from Russia. 
Hitherto the company has purchased 
these products in the United States. 

Russian oil and gasoline, it was 
reported, will be sold in New Zea: 
land for about five cents less a gallon 
than the price now paid for the 
American products. 


Announcement of the negotiations 
between the Canadians and the Brit- 
ish emphasized that the Dominion was 
not letting down the tariff bars on 
the wide range of wool and cotton 
textiles produced by domestic manu- 
facturers.

Plot Laid to:Convict 
Guard’s Betrayal of 
Trust. 


TUCKER PRISON FARM, Ark., 
Aug. 4.—(?)—The killing of four 
convicts and wounding of three others 
in a bold break from a prison farm 
camp @d an ensuing gun battle today 
was laid by prison authorities tonight 
to a convict guard’s betrayal of the 
trust imposed in him under the Ar- 
kansas penitentiary’s novel system of 
picking its guards from prisoner 


| ranks. 


Archie Jones, a short-fermer, who 
had been a trusty guard for 15 
months and was himself wounded in 
the fight with officers, was said to 
have plotted and led the break in 
which only 7 out of 112 prisoners 


at the camp took advantage of the op- 
portunity to escape. 

A fellow convict guard, Else How- 
ell, was shot and killed when he ap- 
peared ready to fire upon the escap- 
ing group, and still another, Cecil Al- 
len, was wounded by a blow over the 
head. 

Jones and the six other convicts 

were trailed to a cotton field several 
miles away by a posse of 20° officers 
and when they opened fire the offi- 
cers killed three of the prisoners and 
wounded two others, including Allen. 
The two others surrendered. 
The dead are: Loy Smith, 23; J. D. 
Brown, 25, and Hershel Chaney, 23. 
Jones was shot in the right arm and 
Everett Wackerley, 23, serving a life 
term for murder, was shot in the right 
knee. Jack Slayton, 20, and Walter 
Higgins, 20, surrendered. 

vones, who had been a trusty 
guard for 15 months with a perfect 
record, told prison officials he orig- 
inated the plot yesterday. 

Jones was on picket duty last 
night. Convict guards are used ex- 
clusively at the camp, as at all others 


in the state prison system, with one 


camp warden, J. B. 
charge. 

Shortly after midnight, Jones forced 
a yard man to turn over the keys to 
the stockade, disarmed another guard, 
locked both in a cell, and opened the 
stockade doors. The six other con- 
victs with whom he had plotted the 
break joined him at once. 

Coroners of Jefferson and Lonoke 
counties, in which the prison farm is 
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located, held inquests this afternoon 
and exonerated the officers for killing 
the three convicts. 

After the prisoner’s inquest in the 
prison infirmary, Jones was held to 
the grand jury on a charge of first- 
degree murder for the illing of 
Howell.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—( — Bill 
Dickey returned to the New Yerk 
Yankees’ lineup today at the end of 
his 30-day suspension, and the Yanks 
returned to their old slugging form 
to smother the White Sox, 15 to 3. 

Dickey made four hits, including 4 
home run with the bases full in the 
fourth inning, and batted in five runs. 
Lou Gehrig also drove in five tallies, 
clouting his 25th homer of the season 
in the sixth. The only Yanks who 
failed to share in the 17-hit assault 
on Sam _ Jones, Phil Gallivan and 
Grant Bowler were Babe Ruth and 
Tony Lazzeri.

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The “wonder girl” from Dallas, Texas., raced to victory over Evelyn 
Hall, of Chicago, in the 80-meter hurdles final to hang up her second 
world record victory of the Olympic games. She scored a six-inch 
triumph in 11.7 seconds to eclipse her own previous world mark, made 
yesterday, one one-tenth second and added the gold medal to the one 
she already gained in the javelin championship for women, 

Altogether, in another brilliant day of surpassing achievements, two 
world records and two Olympic records were sent into the discard. 

Luigi Beccali, of Italy, was crowned 1,500-meter champion in 3 min- 
utes, 51.2 seconds; Chuhei Nambu sent Japan’s colors aloft for the first 
time with a world record of 51 feet, 7 inches in the hop, step and jump; 
and. Matti Jarvinen led a clean sweep for Finland in the javelin with a 
spectacular throw of 238 feet, 7 inches. 

Beccali, the favorite, captured the 
classic Olympic equivalent of the mile 
with a smashing finish that left the 
rest of the field of a dozen. middle- 
distance stars staggering in his wake, 
including the. best of the Americans, 
Glenn Cunningham, of Kansas, and 
“Pen” Hallowell, of Harvard, who 
finished fifth and sixth. 

LACKED THE “KICK.” 

Cunningham did not have the “kick” 
to keep up with his main rivals in 
the home stretch, He was passed 
first by Phil Edwards, the Canadian 
negro, then by Beceali and Jerry 
Cornes, British champion.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 4.—This was the day for which Benito 
Mussolini‘of Italy. had waited a long time. The Appian Way became a 
massed carnival of flying flags. 

The seven hills of ancient Rome looked down upon ghosts of former 
glory that came back to life in the old Coliseum that now slumbers in its 
ruins, For it remained for Luigi Beccali, of Italy, to break the 1,500- 
meter domination of Finland and Great Britain by winning one ofthe 
Olympic classics, the greatest of all middle distance runs. 

You could almost see the legions of Caesar march again beneath the 
Silver eagles of the Rome that used to be. The glory that was Greece 
was not represented today, but the grandeur that was Rome came back 
in Beccali’s killing run down the stretch with a finishing sprint that 
flashed by Edwards of Canada and held its two yards of open daylight 
ahead of Cornes, one of the best of the British milers. 

Beccali ran a smart and game race all the way. He was content to 
hang around fifth or sixth place uniil he came to the final turn and from 
here he moved upon the fast-traveling Edwards, the crack colored runner 
of Canada, who had just caught Cunningham of the United States. 

Beccali, sweeping down the stretch, looked as if he were running for

It was Glen Cunningham, of Kan- 
sas, who set the earlier pace with Phil 
Edwards on his heels. Harry Larva. 
of Finland, the old Olympic winner 
and record holder from 1928, made 
just one challenge and then fell back. 
Hallowell, Purje and Lovelock seemed 
to be waiting for Cunningham and 
Edwards to break and fade as they 
hung back with the pack. 

It looked at the last turn as 

if Edwards and Cunningham were 
to run away from the field with 
Cornes coming on. 
And then just around this final 
turn there was a stir from back in 
the pack. A stranger had entered 
the picture, A new Ben Hur had set 
his chariot in motion. 


EASY STRIDE. 


This new challenger was moving 
with a swinging, easy stride. He 
looked as fresh as the morning dew. 
There was no sign of struggling labor. 
He was frubning with marvelous 
smoothness. But he still had more 
than his share of ground to make up 
—nat least.a dozen yards with the 
first rim of the stretch in sight. 

But Luigi Beccali was running 
with something more than a pair 
of legs. He was running for the 
glory of the past, for the ghosts 
that still haunt the seven hills. 
The yellow sun left a gleam upon 
his black hair as his feet took up 
a faster beat to the accompany- 
ing roar from nearly 60,000 
throats. 

Premier Mussolini must have heard 
the echo across 7,000 miles as Bec- 
cali put on his last big spurt—a spurt 
that first carried him on by Cunning- 
ham and then caught and passed Phil 
Edwards just 50 yards from the tape. 

KILLING THRUST. 

Beceali’s last sprint was no mere 
flash. It was the winning drive—the 
killing thrust—the rush that carried 
on without any sign of breaking un- 
til it had opened six feet of daylight 
at the tape. Cornes just nipped Ed- 
wards at the wire but the rest were 
nowhere close, — 

So Luigi Beccali brought toe 
Italy her first track triumph in 
the Olympic games. He brought 
this triumph back with fast feet, 
a cool head and a stout heart. He 
picked one of the main classics 
for his victory spi e race 
that stands for the mile, the lead- 
ing measure for speed and stam- 
ina combined. 

So you can’t blame old ghosts for 
marching around the ancient coliseum 
today. You can't blame them for 
lifting their silver eagles once more 
upon the seven hills that have seen 
more than one civilization rise and 


fade. 
FLOCK OF MEDALS. 


When Benito Mussolini gets 
through decorating Luigi Beccali he 
will carry more medals than any doz- 
en band leaders ever wore. He proved 
his plage with everything a great 
miler needs. He can now duplicate 
the old message that still rings on 
its way through the ages—*“Veni, 
vidi, vici’—‘“I came, I saw, I con- 
quered.”

After a quadruple killing on 
Wednesday, the United States 
fell with a large resounding flop 
today, failing to win a single 
event on the male side. Miss 
Didrikson alone carried the ecol- 
ors across a winning line. 

This was th: big day for Italy in 
the mile run and a big day for Japan 
in the hop, step and jump, and Fin- 
land in the javelin. Little Nambu, 
of Japan, broke a_ world’s record to 
win the former with a triple leap of 
51 feet 7 inches. He broke Oda’s old 
mark by six inches. Svennson, of 
Sweden, was second, with Oshima, of 
Japan, in third place, 

_ FINLAND DREARY. 

This had been a dark and dreary 
‘Olympic for Finland until the javelin 
came along. She had lost her glory 
in the 10,000 meters and the 1,500 
meters which Nurmi and Larva had 
brought to her shores four years ago. 
Her famous distance men had been 
left behind by superior stamina and 
speed from Poland and Italy. 

There was no light - shining 
over the hill with Nurmi barrev 
from the marathan and the 5,000- 
meter still in doubt. Mattit Jar- 
-vinen at last put the flag of Fin- 
land upon the Olympic crest with 
a javelin heave of 238 feet 7 
inches as two of his countrymen, 
Sippila and Pentilla, finished sec- 
and third for a clean’ sweep. 
So there were three Finnish flags 

waving side by side after the last 
quivering javelin had been lifted from 
the turf. 

Jarvinen broke the old Olympic rec- 
ord by more than 20 feet, which gave 
further glory to the blue and white 
flag that crowned the central flag- 
staff under the Olympic flame. 

MEET CHALLENGE. 

There was another event in this 
fifth day of the games which gave 
promise of the greatest race of them 
all. This was the semi-final test at 
400 meters in which tomorrow Bill 
Carr, of Pennsylvania, and Benny 
Eastman, of Stanford, will step. out 
to meet, the challenge of the world’s 
star quarter-milers. 

Carr and Eastman make the 
strongest 40)-meter team this 
country ever sent inte action, 
Both have broken world’s rec- 
ords. Both won their two heats to- 
day moving away. But they must 
meet such rivals as Rampling and 
Stoneley, of Great Britain; Ball, 
of Canada, Rinner of Austria, 
several who have been c 
te record time. 

This race will also revive the fa- 
mous duel between Carr and Eastman 
in which the eastern star has won 
both starts. But a fresher, keener 
Eastman will literally run his feet off 
to bring back the banner to the. west. 

So far seven world’s records and 
every Olympic recard except one have 
been broken, and there is a fine chance 
that Carr or stman or any run- 
ner fast enough to beat this pair will 
set a new. mark over the 400-metgr 
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ed. The victory for the Cubs bolstered 
their second place lead over the Phil- 
lies to two ;emes, and shattered the 
Quaker’s winning streak of five.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 4.—(/) 
Representatives of the medical profes- 
sion attacked government hospitaliza- 


tion for war veterans suffering non- 
service disabilities before the Shannon 
house committee today. 

“It is difficult for physicians to 
reconcile a wartime resolve to pat ome 
every form of assistance to soldiers 
who were sick of injured, with the 
present demand for free professional 
care of disease or injury that never 
originated nor 4 ee upon any war 
service,” Dr. BE. H. Skinner, of Kan- 
sas City, testified. 

“Why should they receive medical 
and surgical care for nothing?’ 
asked. “They pay all other expenses 
of life. Why penalize the medical 
profession with this free care? 

“Why not provide free groceries,

free homes, free automobiles? This is 
unfair competition with the peaceful 
pursuit of the private practice. of 
medicine.” 


Dr. Skinner. representing the Jack- 
son County Medical Society, inted 
out that there are nearly 4,000,000 
veterans eligible for hospital care 
which the veterans administration 


"| provides whether the ailment arises in 


service or later. 


Legislation which has thrown upon 
the public a tremendous burden of 
taxation was charged by the witness 
to “vote-seeking politicians.” 

Quoting from figures compiled by 
the National Economy League, Dr. 
Skinner testified that 75 per cent of 
veterans under hospital care by the 
government in 1931 suffered disabil- 
ities which did not arise from army 
service. » Half the hospitalization ap- 
propriation of one billion dollars was 
spent in the care of this class of pa- 
tients, he said. a” 

“If that is continued under present 
legislation at the present rate, it will 
reach $21,500,000.000, or a cost equal 
to the war, in 1945,” 

A tremendous building scheme. of 
veterans hospitals is grossly unjust. 
the physician said, with more than 50 
per cent of the bed space in civilian 
hospitals empty and crying for sup- 
port. 

“The per diem cost of the necessary 
hospitalization of veterans would save 
the government greatly and at the 
same time fill the empty bed space of 
already depleted civilian hospitals. If 
only service-connected cases were 
treated, there would probably be no 
need for any increased hospitaliza- 
tion program. ‘These actual and pro- 
posed costs are terrific. We feel there 
is neither justice nor equity in their 
promotion and completion.” 

Dr. Skinner's testimony was sup- 
ported by Dr, Jabez N, Jackson for-

“Of course,” the witness said, “one 
of the causes for these idle beds is 
federal competition.” 

The witness joined Dr. Skinner in 
suggesting, if veterans are to be con-

als. 

All the spokesmen for the medical 
profession emphasized their objections 
to veteran hospitalization in no sense 
referred to those former soldiers in- 
jured or disabled while in the army.

FIRE INSURANCE RATES 
RAISED IN HAMLETS 


Residents of hamlets and villages 
of Georgia without waterworks sys- 
tems and fire fighting apparatus will 
pay an increase of from 20 to 70 cents 
per $100 in fire insurance rates, ac- 
cording to announcement by the 
Southeastern Underwriters Associa-

ANNEXATION OF CUBA 
U. 5. AIM, SAYS AUTHOR 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—The United 
States government's intention when in- 
tervening on behalf of Cuba against 
Spain was actually annexation rather 
than independence for Cuba, accord- 
ing to Horatio S. Rubens, New York 
lawyer and railroad president. He 
ninkes this statement in his book, 
“Liberty—the Story of Cuba,” which 


is just off the press. 

Breaking a silence of 30 years, Mr. 
Rubens, the American most familiar 
with Cuban-American dealings of the 
period, gives as evidence a war de- 
partment memorandum never before 
published in this country. 


“Summing up, our policy should al- 
ways be to support the weaker against 
the stronger,’ the memorandum is 
quoted as concluding, “till we have ob- 
tained the extermination ef them both, 
in order to annex the Pearl of the 
Antilles.” 

Sent to the American commander, 
General Miles, before hostilities open- 
ed in the Spanish-American War, the 
war department memorandtim said in 
part, referring to Cuba: 

“ . « we must clean the country, 
even though it be by dire y, Bac same 
means which were applied by Divine 
Providence to Sodom and Gomorrah. 
We must destroy evrything in range 
of our guns, we must concentrate 
blockades so that hunger and disease 
its constant companion may sap the 
civilians and cut down their army. 
The allied army should be employed 
constantly in reconnaisance and rear- 
guard actions, so that they may suf- 
fer rigorously between two fires, and 
to them shall fall all dangerous and 
desperate enterprises. 

The memorandum carries the head- 
‘ing, “War Department, Office of the 
Assistant Secretary,” and its opening 
words declare it “in accord with the 
state and navy departments.” “As to 
‘Puerto Rico,” it states, “this is an ac- 
quisition we must make and preserve.” 

“These instructions seem to have 
been borne in mind during the Span- 
ish-American War and even in the 
‘subsequent ,military occupation of 
| Cuba,” is the comment of Mr. Rubens 
in this book. “They explain a great 
deal that, at the time, seemed not only 
unjustifiable but very obscure.” 

Mr. Rubens, who as general coun- 
‘sel of the Cuban revolutionary junta, 
was its only American member and 
is today its only survivor, reveals 
also for. the first time the circum- 
stances that produced the famous Tel- 
ler amendment to the resolution of in- 
tervention, Which committed the Unit- 
ed States to “leave the government 
and control of the island to its peo- 
ple’ and opened a new era in our 
foreign relations. He describes its 
preparation by the late Senator Tel- 
ler, of Colorado, as following his rep- 
resentations to the senator ttat the 
McKinley administration plan ed “to 
steal the island of Cuba.’ 

Mr. Rubens also for the first time 
relates the circumstances under which 
the famous DeLome letter, forcing 
the resignation of the Spanish min- 
ister at Washington, was intercepted 
and used. He quotes Theodore Roose- 
velt upon the moot question of whetb- 
er “Teddy” charged up San Juan 
Hill, reveals Lieutenant Rowan’s 
carrying ‘a message to Garcia” as a 

ersonally conducted tour, and shows 


him to sink the “Merrimac” were a 
mistake.

There has been no reduction in the 
tax valuation of the Georgia Power 
Compary in Bibb county for 1932 as 
compared with 1931, it was pointed 
out Thursday by Comptroller-General 
William B. Harrison in directing at- 
tention to an error in a story under 
a Macon date line on August 2. The 
story’ of August 2 said that the re- 
turns filed by the comptroller-general 
reduced the Georgia Power Company 
valuation $833,000.

HENRY TAXPAYERS ASK 


ECONOMY, PAY SLASHES 


McDONOUGH, Ga., August 4.— 
Recommendations for drastic cuts in 
salaries and further reductions in oper- 
ating expenses as well as for publica- 
tion of financial transactions involving 
county funds were enthusiastically in- 
dorsed by the Henry County Taxpay- | 
ers’ League at a session Wednesday | 
afternoon. A. C. Norman, chairman, 
presided and Grady Fears, secretary, 
read the recommendations submitted 
by various citizens, according to re- 
quest, in writing. 

These recommendations included 
pleas that each officer make public 
statements showing financial transac- 
tions; that bridge timbers be listed 
and issued by permit; that the taxes 
paid in be published; that taxes be 
collected, including all delinquent 
taxes; that taxes be reduced; that 
the cost of operating the county court, 
together with the amount of fines, 
fees, etc., received be mede public; 
that the Flint circuit and the Griffin 
circuit be reunited into one compris- 
ing eight counties as heretofore; that 
the salary of the solicitor be cut pro- 
portionately; that the question of re- 
taining a county agent be submitted 
to the people; that the cost of sup- 
porting prisoners in the jail be cut; 
that the chaingang expense be reduced ; 
that the cost of paving Route 42 and 
the construction of the bridges there- 
on be made public. A motion was 
made to ask the representative to in- 
troduce a measure providing that the 
tax commissioner receive a commission 
instead of a salary. 

D. J. Arnold, former legislator; Gill 
Cathy and P. M. Minter offered 
amendments to the recommendations. 
The first amendment to be voted upon 
was a motion to ask the solicitor of 
the Flint circuit to reduce his salary 
voluntarily in the same proportion as 
the other officers. A motion to re- 
quest further reduction, voluntarily, 
in the salary of the county agent was 
carried. 

A recommendation proposing to fix 
the salary of the county school super- 
intendent at $2,000 annually was, aft- 
er much discussion, passed.
